To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
the Town of Scarborough: 

With this report the Scarborough Firemen’s Associa¬ 
tion, Inc. finishes ten years of activity since its organ¬ 
ization. I wish to thank in behalf of the Association, all 
of the people and organizations who have made it possible 
for the Association to accomplish its aim, which is. “To 
provide through organized and directed effort, protection 
from fire to property in the Town of Scarborough," and 
that we will merit your continued cooperation. 

The past year the Town raised $4,000.00 by a special 
article to erect a new Fire Station at Prouts Neck and 
there was considerable savings by the use of one of the 
closed school houses which was moved and remodeled for 
this purpose on the lot donated by the Prouts Neck 
Country Club. The Town received the gift of the Prouts 
Neck Fire Department’s 500 gallon pumping engine and 
all equipment valued at $S,000.00. 

The following figures, taken from the Town Reports 
are a summary of the Fire Department’s expenditures 
for the past ten years. The slight increase over the esti¬ 
mated cost of development of the Fire Department of 
$5,000.00 per year is due to the unforeseen increase of 
the cost of materials in the last few years:

From the above figures it shows that approximately 
4 per cent of the total Town Commitment is spent for 
Fire Department purposes and I feel that the. Scarborough 
Firemen’s Association, Inc. has made a very creditable 
showing in view of the following quotation, I quote: 
“A typical municipality spends nearly 10 per cent of its 
annual budget for services directly necessitated by fires 
and fire potentialities within the Town limits.” This 
quotation was taken from the book “Municipal Fire Ad¬ 
ministration” published for the Institute for Training in 
Municipal Administration by the International City 
Managers Association. 

In the period of ten years there have been several po- 
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tential total losses from fires, notably, the fires at the High 
School, Moulton House, and two fires at Higgins Beach, 
which has saved more than the total ten year cost of the 
Fire Department to the taxpayers of the Town of Scar¬ 
borough. 

The Selectmen and the Board of Directors met last year 
and after some discussion voted to spend $995.00, out of 
the regular appropriation, for a diaphone horn installa¬ 
tion for the North Scarborough Fire Company. This has 
not been completed as yet, due to the delay in the delivery 
of some of the equipment and will show as part of the 
unexpended balance of our regular appropriation for last 
year. Construction of our Fire Alarm System has been 
completed, up to the time of this report, from the Pine 
Point Station to Dunstan corner and from there to the 
Oak Hill Station, and some construction on the Prouts 
Neck Road. The whistle installation at Oak Hill has not 
been installed as yet because of the delay in receiving 
some of the necessary equipment, but we hope to have 
the Oak Hill and North Scarborough units both in oper¬ 
ation in the near future. When the whistles are in 
operation it will make it possible to determine locations 
in the Town not covered and then it will be possible to 
purchase the necessary horns to give the Town complete 
coverage at the minimum expense. The Association was 
fortunate in being able to lease two positions on the arms 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company for the sum 
of one dollar per year until such time as the Western 
Union Telegraph Company discontinue their lines, at 
which time the Town may purchase at a nominal sum 
the cross arms now in use. This will save the Town the 
cost of the new cross arms and braces that had been 
figured in the original contract. 

Throughout the year the Department made 102 calls 
divided as follows: Black Point 35, Dunstan 25, Oak Hill 
18, North Scarborough 8, Pine Point 7, Pleasant Hill 7, 
Prouts Neck 2.

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SCARBOROUGH COMMUNITY NURSING SERVICE 

To the Board of the Scarborough Community Nursing Service 
and the Citizens of the Town of Scarborough: 

As Public Health Nurse for the Scarborough Com¬ 
munity Nursing Service, I submit my report on the work 
covered in the last year for that service. 

There were 732 home visits this year which included 
bedside care to the ill, health supervision to expectant 
mothers, educational work in the care of infants and 
pre-school children, follow up work in communicable 
disease cases and the securing of medical care for 
crippled children. 

Our few crippled children cases are now being cared 
for under the supervision of the State Crippled Children's 
Clinic which is held at the Children’s Hospital once a 
month. 

Child health conferences were held weekly during the 
summer months with Dr. Haigis as attending physician. 
Here the infant and pre-school child was given a com¬ 
plete physical examination. Immunization against small 
pox, diphtheria, and whooping cough was offered and the 
response was gratifying. Many children entering school 
in the fall received their examination and immunization 
at that time. 

This year physical examinations in the schools were 
made by Dr. Haigis, School Physician. Pupils in alternate 
grades were examined (as were children, regardless of 
grades, if a check up was indicated). Next year the other 
grades will receive their complete physical examinations. 
Follow up visits are being made to all of those children 
found to have defects. We are fortunate in being able to 
send any or all defective heart cases to the Maine General 
Hospital Cardiac Clinic—several of our school children 
are attending this weekly clinic regularly. 

A dental clinic sponsored by the Cumberland County 
Public Health Association was held in the Nurse’s office 
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and 77 children, many of whom might otherwise have 
gone without dental attention, were treated. 

Tuberculin testing was done in all the schools during 
the spring months. 507 children received the Patch Test 
and 29 were X-rayed. This group includes new cases and 
re-X-rays or check ups from last year. 

Two immunization clinics were held for the benefit of 
school children with 141 receiving the small pox vaccin¬ 
ation and 104 the diphtheria inoculation. 

Ear testing was done in all schools with the audiometers 
and notices of any defects found were sent to parents. 

The schools are visited regularly and special visits are 
made at any time that the teachers have any problems 
with which the service may help. 

We were very fortunate to have so little communicable 
disease among our school children this past year. No seri¬ 
ous epidemics arose and I feel that this is due largely to 
the splendid cooperation of all teachers in detecting any 
signs of illness and reporting immediately to the school 
nurse and doctor. I am sure that the school health pro¬ 
gram would have been much more difficult to earty 
through had it not been for this spirit of friendliness 
and cooperation shown by all school personnel. 

Again may T express my thanks to the members of the 
nursing board for their valuable help in all matters 
pertaining to the nursing service and to the town officials 
for their splendid cooperation.

Town Clerk’s Report 

I hereby submit to you a report of the Town Clerk’s 
Office for the past year for your approval. 

The Annual Town Meeting was held March 5, 1945. 
A Special Town Meeting was held July 27, 1945 to see 
if the Town will vote to sell the Broad Turn School, the 
Pleasant Hill School, and the old Dunstan School. An¬ 
other Special Town Meeting was held January 5, 1946 to 
see if the Town will vote to accept gift of lot of land from 
John Donnelly & Sons which we in turn would lease to 
Lucien T. Libby Post American Legion. 

There were 78 births, 56 marriages, and 57 deaths. The 
customary data as to births, marriages and deaths are 
omitted from the Town Report this year by the Clerk 
upon advice of counsel. The law did not require the pub¬ 
lication of such data, but they have been included in the 
• annual town report since time immemorial by tradition. 
The 1945 Legislature of the State of Maine enacted Chap¬ 
ter 320 of the Public Laws of 1945, and because of the 
spirit of the law, if not the letter, the Town Clerk has 
been advised to refrain from publication in this report 
of records of births, marriages and deaths.

Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 

To the Board of Education and Citizens of Scarborough: 

As I write this my thirty-third and my last annual 
report, it is with a feeling that your schools are in the 
process of satisfactory achievement and future improve¬ 
ment. The past year has been one of great accomplish¬ 
ment; the future year holds even greater promise. 

All of this has come and can come only through the 
wide interest in school problems shown by parents and 
other citizens and the unity of purpose which has marked 
discussion and action. 

YOUR SCHOOLS OF TO-DAY 

During the last few years the conscientious and under¬ 
standing teaching which has gone on in the primary 
grades has aroused my greatest enthusiasm. The years 
in these grades are the most critical in the child’s life. 
This is the period in which the powers of memory and 
initiative are trained most easily. Of even more impor¬ 
tance still, it is the period when habits are formed which 
will go far in the child’s development for future use¬ 
fulness. Tliis being the case the management of the lower 
primary grades should be similar to that of the home. 
Let the teacher, observing and sympathetic, guide the 
child, just from his mother’s lap, as he develops his own 
little self, restraining the bad tendencies and encourag¬ 
ing the good. Then the primary school will become a 
potent factor in the child’s future happiness and use¬ 
fulness. Sufficient money spent on the child during this 
critical period will accomplish much more than the larger 
amount spent in later years. 

I acquired this school philosophy from my mother who, 
many years ago, was a primary school teacher in Portland. 

I earnestly urge parents to visit every grade in our 
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school system, but first visit the primary grades. Observe 
not primarily the child's advancement in reading and 
arithmetic; rather study the shaping of the child's per¬ 
sonality, speech, health, social adjustments, habits and 
attitudes. 

School Organization 

During the past year, there has been considerable im¬ 
provement in our school organization and grouping. All 
grammar grades are now housed in two buildings, at Oak 
Hill and Dunstan. A large number of the primary pupils 
also now attend school at these two centers. The closing 
of the schools at Beech Ridge and at Black Point has 
been of advantage in the educational setting for these 
pupils. Those not now at these two centers are housed in 
four rural schools which are in very good condition. All 
of this means better grouping and better class size in 
all our schools. 

At present all finished rooms at Dunstan are being 
occupied as classrooms. We have recently completed, from 
general funds, a room in the Oak Hill Primary School 
building. The use of this room enables us to have both 
the sub-primary and the first grade in the morning; and 
the first grade pupils remain through the afternoon ses¬ 
sion. In the afternoon the sub-primary teacher does 
remedial teaching in the other primary grades. A similar 
program is also being carried out at Dunstan. 

Enrollment 

The enrollment has not dropped as might have been 
expected with the end of war work. The high school 
enrollment is only 16 less than last year and the decrease 
in the elementarry schools last September was only 23. 

Staff 


We are very fortunate in our teaching staff. Out of a 
staff of 32 (including the physician and nurse) only two 
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teachers left the service at the end of the school year, 
1945-1946. It cannot be overemphasized that we are fortu¬ 
nate in retaining so large a number of efficient, talented, 
and resourceful persons, teachers, principals, a most in¬ 
spiring music supervisor, a skilled and sympathetic school 
physician and a most efficient school nurse. 

The activities of the Scarborough Teachers’ Association 
continue to provide inspiration for its members and bene¬ 
fit for the schools. 

Special commendation is due the teachers and pupils 
of the Oak Hill Grammar School for having purchased an 
up-to-date moving picture projector at a cost of $475. 
This is being successfully operated by two of the older 
students. 


Parent - Teacher Association 
Great credit is deserved by the newly organized Parent- 
Teacher Association of the Dunstan School for the or¬ 
ganization and operation of a splendid school lunch pro¬ 
gram. Members have assumed full responsibility for its 
operation, requiring no service from the school staff 
except the financial accounting which is handled by the 
principal. The Association deserves and gets full co¬ 
operation of the Board of Education. The lunch program 
is receiving a subsidy from the federal government. 

Finances 

The Dunstan school was built within less than $300 of 
the appropriation. The speed of construction and the 
quality of materials found for construction were almost 
a miracle. However a very expensive drainage and grad¬ 
ing problem appeared which has caused an over-draft of 
available funds. It is estimated that an additional appro¬ 
priation of $3,500 will be necessary to complete the job. 
It is hoped that it will be possible to complete the audi¬ 
torium and furnish a portion of equipment not included 
in the original program through an additional appropria¬ 
tion of $2,500. 
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When the building and grounds are completed and the 
State Police Building and Town Tractor Building are 
removed, the Dunstan school will be a source of pride and, 
because of its location, good advertising for the town. 
Of greater importance it is a modern school providing a 
modern, effective educational program. 

Even with the extras, the total cost will be considerably 
less than it would have been if we had waited. 

Although this has been a year of unexpected expenses 
and rising costs, the school budget will show a balance 
of about $4,000 at the end of the year. 

THE LIVING MEMORIAL BUILDING AND 
THE HIGH SCHOOL 

In its decision to erect the Living Memorial Building 
so near the high school, the sponsoring group has made 
some provision for its future as well as its present citi¬ 
zens. It also assures that, if building operation costs are 
provided, the building will be in continual use during 
the day as well as in the evening. 

In spite of administrative and scheduling difficulties 
caused by the location of the facilities in a separated 
building, the availability of a better gymnasium for the 
high school pupils will make possible an improved phys¬ 
ical education program. It is already evident to educators 
that the findings from the war will cause a demand for 
better attention to health and physical development in 
our schools. 

The same room in the Memorial Building, used as an 
auditorium, will make possible larger student groups in 
school assemblies. These assemblies are most important 
in the life of the school and are used increasingly for 
inspirational purposes. 

Removal of these activities from the present gym¬ 
nasium will make possible the use of that space for a 
greatly improved manual arts program as well as provide 
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for a course in Agriculture. In turn tlie present manual 
arts shop room, located next to the homemaking labora¬ 
tory can be converted into a location for a school lunch 
program. 

We are all most happy at the educational interest 
shown by veterans of both World Wars. Their commun¬ 
ity consciousness and eagerness to give and seek coopera¬ 
tion means much for the future of Scarborough. 


YOUR SCHOOLS OF TO-MORROW 

As with other communities, Scarborough looks forward 
to its schools of tomorrow as presenting opportunity and 
responsibility. The varied demands on our schools require 
constant and careful study and attention to obtain the 
greatest return for the school dollar. 

In these most critical times I am very happy that so 
many of our citizens, individually and in groups, are 
inspired with a determination to see to it that our chil¬ 
dren shall have the advantage of the very best type of 
education. 

However, Scarborough will obtain the kind of schools 
it wants only if this community interest continues. 

It is hopeful that at the next town meeting it will be 
proposed that a truly representative committee be or¬ 
ganized to “formulate a long range school program.” 
Members of that committee are urged to familiarize them¬ 
selves with the present operation of the school system, 
what it is doing, what it lacks, its advantages, problems 
and needs. I hope they will also become familiar with 
the aims and operation of good school systems in towns 
having comparable problems. We will welcome visits to 
the schools and I or any member of the school staff will 
be glad to give any information and answer any questions. 

As I re-read the superintendent's reports over nearly a 
generation and see the extent to which recommended 
changes have been made, I believe that the general atti- 
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tude is forward-looking. Tlie improvements have come 
slowly but the increase of community consciousness and 
support of a modern program of education gives hope 
of more promptness and long range thinking in the years 
just ahead. 

In order to see clearly the aims as well as the achieve¬ 
ments of our schools it must be understood that education 
is not stationary but rapidly progressing and expanding, 
especially at the present time while all our institutions 
are being tested as never before to discover and correct 
any inherent weakness. 

As we watch and plan for the growth of our educa¬ 
tional structure, we must take care lest some bit of 
temporary staging be allowed to distract our attention 
from the growth of the permanent, whole structure. 

It is very fortunate that we are to have a school district 
composed of the towns of Cape Elizabeth and Scarbor¬ 
ough — towns which have many identical characteristics 
and ideals in common. I am positive that this union will 
prove to be to the educational and economic advantage 
of both towns. 

Scarborough’s greatest need is for early provision to 
make possible reorganization on the junior-senior high 
school plan. This will provide the most economical and 
best solution for enriching the program for grades seven 
through twelve. Such program has to be broad if we are 
to prepare for the highest type of American citizenship 
as these young people approach, in many cases, the end 
of their formal education. This need has been emphasized 
almost continuously in these reports over many years. 
It is not necessary to repeat the reasons. It is only neces¬ 
sary to point out that the progress toward this end that 
has been made makes it the more imperative that we 
finish the job so that previous gains may not be lost. 

Our second greatest need is constant endeavor to per¬ 
fect our elementary school program to the end that each 
individual pupil may enjoy full natural growth and full 
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benefit of a modern educational program. During the 
past year we have made good progress as outlined in 
the section under “Today’s Schools.” Natural school and 
class groupings have advanced, and most classes are 
now sufficiently small to allow the necessary individual 
instruction. 

Minor aims supporting these major objectives are 
many. Some are already in sight. A better physical edu¬ 
cation program; better lunch service with the resulting 
education in health and social conduct; improvement of 
our industrial arts instruction; broader .homemaking 
courses; better recreational facilities, — all of these and 
perhaps others will come from the erection of the Living 
Memorial Building. Other minor proposals will come be¬ 
fore you at the town meeting: grading and improvement 
of the grounds at Dunstan; completion of the auditorium 
at the same school; and purchase of a new school bus to 
improve the transportation of the pupils. It should be 
remembered that proper transportation is a necessity if 
we are to provide for proper grouping for the best edu¬ 
cational results. 


Finances 

During these times when important events are taking 
place so rapidly it is advisable for us to be alert to take 
advantage of any aid that may become available from 
Federal or State grants. There is a bill now pending in 
Congress that calls for an appropriation of $300,000,000 
annually for allocation to help the states eliminate the 
deficiencies now seriously handicapping the welfare of 
our youth. 

I earnestly hope that the recommendations of Principal 
Bessey in his attached report and the articles in the town 
meeting warrant relating to school needs as recommended 
by the Board of Education will be given the most thought¬ 
ful consideration. 
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IN CONCLUSION 

Before us in the next few months and years lies the 
opportunity and the responsibility for laying a good or 
an inadequate foundation for Scarborough's economic 
and cultural future. I cannot close this final annual report 
without expressing my personal gratitude for the co¬ 
operation and support given to educational improvement 
by the staff, the Board of Education, the Selectmen and 
other town officials and the parents and other citizens 
who have helped to bring about past improvements. And 
I pray and hope that the same consciousness and coopera¬ 
tion will continue for the ever better school program 
which in turn means the ever better Scarborough.

I herewith submit my twenty-fifth annual report as 
principal of Scarborough High School.

Five former pupils who left Scarborough High before 
graduation because of induction into the armed services 
have earned sufficient credits for graduation while in the 
service and permission has been given by the State of 
Maine Diploma Equivalency Board for us to grant them 
diplomas. They are Robert Fuller, recentty discharged 
from the Army, and Royce O’Donall, Donald Campbell, 
Robert Jensen, and Laurence Nielsen who are still serving 
in the Navy. Several others expect to earn their right 
to diplomas shortly. 

Scholastic honors for the Senior Class have been won 
by Lvla Nichols who finished first with an average rank 
of 94.6 per cent and by Laura Tokarski who won second 
place with an average of 93.7 per cent. I believe that 
Miss Nichols will be the youngest valedictorian in the 
history of the school. 

Scarborough High School is on the approved list of the 
New England College Admissions Board which gives it 
the privilege of recommending students to the colleges 
belonging to the Board for admission without examin- 
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ation. It is the policy of this office to recommend only 
students who attain an average of at least eighty-five 
per cent. 

Former graduates of Scarborough High School who are 
now enrolled in advanced institutions of learning are: 
Brenton Dodge and Marion Dodge, Bates College; Char¬ 
lene Bornheimer, Colby College; Edward Sullivan, Uni¬ 
versity of Maine; David Knudsen, Massachusetts State 
College; Delona Harmon, Defiance College; Niels John¬ 
son, Bentley School of Accounting; Rena Libby, Carolyn 
Cunningham and Ronald Murphy, Gorham State Teach¬ 
ers' College. 

I believe that facilities should be provided as soon as 
possible for two important additions to our course of 
study. One is a course in Physical Education under a 
trained physical education instructor to direct and super¬ 
vise health and physical fitness classes for every pupil 
in school and to assist in developing and coaching intra¬ 
mural and interscholastic athletics. Already several of 
our neighboring towns including Old Orchard Beach, 
Cape Elizabeth, Falmouth and Windham are carrying on 
such a program. My second recommendation is the ex¬ 
tension of the commercial work already being done into 
a “full-fledged” Commercial Course, with necessary pro¬ 
visions for typewriters, business machines, etc. 

In conclusion, I extend my sincere thanks to you and 
the members of the Board of Education for your con¬ 
tinued cooperation and assistance in the performance 
of my duties.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 

To the Citizens of Scarborough: 

Since last year’s report we have been able to go forward 
towards improving some of the health conditions that 
have been a problem. All but one of the trailer camps 
are out of existence and this one is operating according 
to both town ordinances and state laws and the general 
conditions have been very good. 

We still have a housing shortage and there have been 
several small houses built the past year by people unable 
to find other quarters. Most of these have been of better 
construction than in the past due to stricter building 
inspection. However most of these houses are far too

small to adequately house the families and have no chance 
for proper sanitary conveniences or other comforts neces¬ 
sary for healthful living. There are still some of the type 
homes which have been built the past few years that are 
not safe in any respect; being built of flimsy material, 
they are nothing but fire traps and hardly weather proof. 

Children from these homes have lost much schooling 
due to sickness and causing continuous visits by the nurse 
and myself. There seems to be no remedy for this until 
we have more enforeable building laws. 

The Nursing Service the past year has, as always, 
proved to be valuable and surely should be continued. 

We had, during the year, several cases of scarlet fever, 
most of which were traced to out of town sources. The 
vaccination and toxoid clinics were held as usual this 
year. There was one case of diphtheria, a child whose 
parents had not availed themselves of the free protection 
which would have saved them so much trouble. This goes 
to show how valuable this protection is. These clinics 
will be held again this year and should be well attended. 

The School Department discontinued the use of two 
more of the old rural schools this year, which, with school 
health programs has done much for the health of the 
children. 

There were also during the year a number of complaints 
about keeping domestic animals but since there are no 
town ordinances regarding this, little could be done except 
enforce the sanitary rules. 

The disposal of rubbish and garbage is now taken care 
of, to a large extent, by dumps at Pleasant Hill and Blue 
Point; still there is much dumped on highways and 
beaches. The careless use of dumps is another cause of 
much complaint.
